<h .'he commissioners to the general assembly of this State made during the present 
sc-:'si on, it appears that the sum authorised by the late act of Congress to be expended 
on the works on the river below Florence, including what lias already been appro¬ 
priated, will be insufficient to complete the improvement in that part of the river ac- 
cmding to the plan in contemplation, and which has been recommended by the 
engineer employed • by said commissioners. It will further appear by reference 
to siH report, that an estimate of the cost of the canal, which the engineer in 
the service of the commissioners, laid out according to directions under the-plan 
.as proposed to be altered, and which is intended to be of the same dimentions, as 
that nmv in progress on the Muscle Shoals, lias been made, by which it has been 
ascertained, that the expenditure on the works on that plan, will amount to the sum 
of one hundred and sixty-seven thousand seven dollars and seventy-two cents.

past, are yet unsold. Such bos been the situation ox some of these lands for the last 
fourteen years, although located in portions of the Stale little i life nor in population to 
any 'others. This fac f alone, it appears to your Memorialises, is sufficient to establish 
the proposition, that the price now demanded hr these lauds greatly exceeds their in¬ 


trinsic value; for the demand for real estate produced by a. dense population, contin¬ 
ually increasing in wealth and r son ices, would necessarily occasion the entry of these 
lands, ever, at a moderate amount beyond their real value. In such a situation they 
would betaken bv those who had ho other motive than that of extending their present 
possessions. Independent of this much of this land, is ten ante s by the poorer, but 
not less meritorious class of our citizens, who, aft- r having-encountered the difficulties, 
and hardships ever attendant on the settlement of a new country, found themselves 
incapable of contending with their wealthier neigh hors, and were in consequence, dri¬ 
ven from their original homes to seek subsistence on these comparatively sterile tracts. 
It cannot be believed that, men thus situated, would not readily exchange their pres¬ 
ent character of tenants, for the more enviable one of freeholders, h then* government 


w< uM permit the change at any moderate sacrifice. la bea-df of this class of < ur 
citizens then, whoso only prospect of a permanent home, rests on a change of the 




policy of the government in relation to the public hinds—-we appeal to you, to abandon 
o?' modify the present system. Other consider-at: >ns may be urged in favor of the 
policy we recommend. If the g wcrnvnrnt would dispose of these lands at a fair 
price, it would realise a considerable amount of money from the sales; which can nev¬ 
er be the case undvr the present system: and our State and citizens would receive 
great benefit from the change produced, in the characters of the occupants, by the 
acquisition on their part of a permanent interest in the soil. The State government 
too, would derive no inconsiderable benefit from the increased revenue arising from the 
taxes on these lands, were they owned by our citizens. You-' memorialists w-mid res¬ 
pectfully inejuire, whether any future increase in the value of these lands, coukl justify 
Congress In disregarding the important considerations they have presented, even ad ¬ 
mitting that such an increase could be reasonably anticipated. But no such future ac¬ 
cession to their value can be rationally expected’ On the: contrary it is believed, tint 


u yearly diminution in their value occurs, arising from c. uiseseasily explained. It is a 
fact, of which nil may be satisfied on the slightest inquiry, that these lands were 
chiefly valuable for the timber they afforded, and where they have remained without 
an occupant, they have been unceasingly nillagcd of that portion of the timber valua¬ 
ble for architectual purposes. Again: Where they have had an occupant, the mode 
of cultivation has been destructive to the productiveness. The interest of the occu¬ 
pant has been of too transitory and unstable a nature to induce him to fust or their re¬ 
sources; and the soil was too sterile origurdlv, to admit of slovenly cultivation, with¬ 
out producing in a few years, a state of almost utter exh mstion. Every consideration 
then, of policy, as well as justice, would seem to dern uni a reduction of their price. 

Your memorialists hove not brought to their aid in the exam in at on of this subject, 
the various considerations which have heretofore been urged on Congress, (end which 
they think should have been deemed sufficient) to induce the government totally to 
abandon the present system of deposing ot the public domain. The present period 
(now that the public debt for the redemption of which it was originally ceded by the 
Sm-es, may be considered as discharged) is so propitious, that we can entertain no 
doubt that speedily this system must at least, be greatly modified, if not wholly dis¬ 
carded. One of the first steps in the reformation so earnestly desired, .and which 
seems to be enjoined by every consideration which should influence the action of a wise, 
fust and benignant government is, in the opinion of vonr memorialists, the reduction of 
the price of those lands, which have been offered for sale an 1 rem sin unsold. 

They, therefore, pray a reduction in the price of said lands, to fifty cents per acre, 
and the prospective annual reduction until the whole shall have been disposed of— 
allowing to the occupant a pre-emption right to one eighth of a set tiori. 

Resolved, That tlie Governor be and he is hereby requested, to forward the fore¬ 
going memorial to each of our senators and representatives in Congress, with a re¬ 
quest to la}' said memorial before their respective houses.

JOINT MTYOIUAB to the Congress ofthe United States. 

The ?vIernorial of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama, 
respectfully represents to your Honorable b xiy, That in addressing your Honorable 
body on the subject of the present Memorial, they are aware of urging the claims of a 
class of citizens, who have on more than one occcasion, received the beneficial aids of 
the General Government. The agriculturalists of our country, by far the most nu¬ 
merous portion of our citizens, had for many years laboured under the most serious dis¬ 
advantages of a new country; when the politic scheme of granting pre-emptions, at 
once relieved them. This class, the pioneers of all the prosperity and civilization of 
the West, are, in the settlement of new countries, subjected to difficulties, whieji 
Cannot be appreciated bv those who in older and more improved societies, enjoy the 
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'fiase and luxury of civilized life. A hardy face who plunge Lite the forest of a remote, 
country, subject to the-dangers of s ivuge w irfitre, and dmnbved of all i:he tn»ercO«i9e 
and happiness of long settled communities, should receive all the benefi s and pro-tec** 
ten, w h.lch the fosKuini?; baud of government cm bestow; especially when these form 
so large a class, and when their exertions and their hardships, all contribute to the es¬ 
tablishment of that wealth and enterprise, which have ere ited from dense unculti¬ 
vated forests, the prosperous cities of the West. In particular reference to the sub¬ 
ject of this -Memorial, we would call your attention to the large amount of Indian Ter¬ 
ritory, the title to which, soon will be extinguished within the chartered limits of this 
State. 

This Territory which from the growing poped ttnn of our State, is filling up rapidly 
with the best citizens the country can possess, an industrious yeomanry, will som be 
subject to the same rtidte.uities, which m every new r.ouut’w keep down ns best popu¬ 
lation, unless the government will interpose the benefits of pre-emption laws. When 
it is recollected, that but a few years p-*»t, a swarm of land speculators over-run the 
conntrv, blighting the best prospects of the honest farmer, and tearing up the humble 
settlements which his toil and industry had erected, it will appear just and necessary 
t’n?.t vour honorable body, should take an early opportunity of preventing a like dis¬ 
tress. One of the best established principles of natural law, gives a species of prior 
right to the occupant of waste lands and although your Memorialists are sensible that 
this cannot apply to lands owned by the government, yet we would submit to your 
honorable body, whether it does not furnish some reasons in favour of the citizens who 
are settled on the lands of the United States. 

The vast amount of money annually paid by the western people, for the soil they 
cultivate, the few benefits they derive from the general distribution of the government 
funds, and the extraordinary toil and labour they have exercised in improving, and 
thereby enhancing the value of the lands, all require the immediate security of the 
people, by the passage of laws granting pre-emption rights. 

Your memorialists, would therefore request you honorable body, to take into imme¬ 
diate consider** inn, the just claims of our citizens, now settled or who may hereafter 
settle on the Indian Territory; ami to grant them pre-emption rights, with such limita¬ 
tions and restrictions, as to your honorable body, shall seem just and proper, and for the 
end that these laws may afford a full relief, your memorahsts would suggest the pro* 
prietv of granting time for the advantages of these pre-emptions, up to the day of sale. 

Therefore be it resolved hij the Senate and (louse of Representatives of the State 
of Hiubama in General Assembly convened, That our senators and representatives 
in (he Congress of the United States, be requested to urge upon that body, the object 
contemplated by this memorial, and that the executive of this State, be requested to 
forward a copy of the same, to each of our senators and representatives.

The select committee to whom was referred so much of the message oi tne Cover-* 
nor, as relates to the tariff, to the principal of protection and to the doctiiue o* nnltifU 
tion, have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report a pre¬ 
amble and resolutions, which they respectfully submit to the House for its adoption. 



Vr»nr committee deeply impressed whh he present alarm* no; crisis in our lb story* 
ila e given to the subject that profound consideration, vvhith its paramount importance 
so histlv demands. 

S-> much has been said and written or the subject submitted to them, that they may¬ 
be sdd to be exhausted, and they will the tv rare submit a Very few remarks prefatory 
to the resolutions, which they recommen i to the adoption of the House. 

In a country of such vast extent as the United States, embracing; such a variety of 
climate and products, and inhabited by a people, whose pursuits are as various as- 
th climate under which they live; any attempt on the part of the government to force 
manufactures into existence , by governmental bounties, must of necessity operate line- 
qtieiy, and th< ref "ire be unjust. 

if it be a truth, not now to be questioned, that no government can justly take from 
on ■ portion of its citizens a part of their property, to benefit another, it is more espe¬ 
cs Jly unj ist in a country like ours, composed of ditTc? ent Stares ‘ v ho are united in • nc 
common bond, on*v for the pin pose of providing fur the com?*!on defence, of promoting 
th ■* general welfare, and securing the b’e« sings of liberty to them series and posterity. 

F . he.se purposes. th‘s union wan formed, and it cannot be supposed, that those who 
consented tod, intended ov implication and construction to confer on the general gov- 
e» n-.oent powers den»uctive of their happiness and fest. interest. Laws having then' 
oner don, and professing to derive their authority from the constitution under which 
we ihe, being opn -vd to the true interests of every section of the republic, and unjust 
in them operation on cht Southern St ates, even if sustained by the letter ol die consti¬ 
tution, are contrary toils spirit and at war with the general scope and tenor of that in¬ 
strument,, 

Ir cannot be believed, that if the framers of the constitution had assigned the exercise 
of such a povve«% as the tight to create and p f> <ti ct demesne imnui ictnres, by a system 
of high duties, that it would have been left to inference or implication; its framers 
th rffore could not have intended that such a power should be exercised, This rea- 
s< ag is founded on, and these results drawn from, the instrument itself; but in addition 
thereto, contemporaneous history informs us, that in the convention which framed the 
con sthution, it was proposed m various modes to give that power to Congress, and re¬ 
fuse d. 

It is the exercise of this power, which a large majontr of the South believe to be 
against the spirit of the constitution, and no in«•/ros:derahle number, contrary to its ex¬ 
press letter, which has driven them to consult r their government as foreign to their 
interests, and alien to their feelings. Instead of looking up to it with pride and vener¬ 
ation, as the world’s las? hope, and as the favorite to sort of freedom, no inconsiderable 
portion of the South have begun to estimate its value; and to contemplate even disunion 
itself, as an evil less formidable than submission to the exactions of the government, . 

Ami now at this fearful crisis, when one of our co-St.tes has assumed the alarming 
at? unde of declaring an act of Congress void within her limits, and the note of prepar¬ 
ation ?s sounded to sustain this attitude by force, what shah Alabama do? Our an¬ 
swer is, never despair of mu country. We believe .that there is a vital energy, a living 
principle inherent in our institutions, and a sense ol justice risidmg in the bosoms ol our 
fellow ci izens, winch vTben pioperly appealed to, must succeed. We concede that 
our Northern brethren belli e thut they are acting within the pale of the constitution; 
but can it be believed, that they will by insisting-on the obnoxious duties, peril the Un¬ 
ion of these States, and make shipwreck of the last hope of m tmJnd? Can any pecun¬ 
iary benefit compensate for results tike these? If blood be shed in this unhallowed 
contest, a wound will be inflicted, which may never be healed, to confidence will suc¬ 
ceed distrust, mutual recriminations, and mutual injuries, and the choicest blessings of 
lieaven, h\ the madness and folly of man, wdl be converted in the most deadly poison. 

Deeply impressed with these views, we recommend the adoption ol the following 
resolutions, wh ch we are satisfied embody the opinions of our constituents, and in their 
name propose toourco States a federal convention. 

Re it resolvea by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Slate of Alabama 
in General Assembly convened , Thai we consider the present tariff of duties, unequal, 
unjust, oppressive and against the spirit, true intent anil meaning of the constitution; 
th it if persevered in, its inevitable tendency will be to alienate the affections of the peo¬ 
ple of the Southern States from the gem rai government. 

• And be it further resolved > That we do n a consider the tariff of 1832, as fastning 
upon the country the principle of protection, but that we receive it as the harbinger of 
|>< tier times, as a pledge that Congress will at no distant period, abandon the principle 
of protection altogether, and reduce the duties on imports to the actual wants of the 
g. >\ eminent, lev ying those duties on such articles as wdl operate most equally on all 

sections of the Unmn. .

absorbing interest, the late Ordinance of South Carolina, with the Address of the co- 
St at es accompanying the same, together with the Proclamation of the President of 
the United States, consequent thereon. The attitude assumed by the h air of South 
Carolina and the Government of the United States through its Chief Magistrate, for¬ 
ked es a -crisis which threatens the peace of society and the harmony of the Union, and 
which should be deplored by every one who loves his country and liberty. The exis¬ 
tence of our constitution and the integrity of .the union, require the instant exertion of 
that patriotism, forbearance and virtue, which have hitherto characterised the history 
of our government. Omitting, on this occasion, to enter into the causes which have 
produced the present aiThcting posture between one State and Federal Government;—*• 
lids General Assembly now affectionately arid solemnly appeals to the Congress ol thfc 
United States, and to the State of Scuta Carolina, for that forbearance, patriotism and 


virtue, which alone can restore, by mutual sacrifice of opinion, harmony, peace and p» ctf 
perity to our common country. The only bends of our union, ant! the sole preservative* 
of rational and constitutional liberty, area strict adherence on the part of the const?* u.V 
K * Dip urmcipies of our government—the affection of the people far thsr 
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.government, and a firm persuasion of the equality and justice of its adaunistratiorq 
aid *d by a spirit of forbearance on the part of those States who may depend from the 
Op’nion of the majority. 

To this end the General Assembly of Alabama recommend to the Congress of the 
United States, a speedy modification of the Tariff laws, in such manner as to equalise 
their burthens, and cause only so much revenue to be collected as will be necessary to 
pay the expense 1 of the Government, in its constitutional and economical administra¬ 
tion. Th»s Assembly further recommends to the Congress of the United States, as 
sh ■ has a!ready done to her co-States, the call of a Federal Convention, to propose* 
such amendments to our Federal Constitution, as may seem necessary and proper, to 
restrain the. Congress of the United States from exerting the taxing power, for the 
substantive protection of domestic manufactures. This Assembly further earnestly 
recommends to the State of South Carolina, to suspend the operation of her late Or¬ 
dinance, that the unfortunate c tllision of powers between that State and the govern¬ 
ment of the United States, maybe amicably adjusted in such manner as not to impair 
the rights and powers granted to the general government, or retained and reserved to 
the States, or the people hy the Constitution. This General Assembly further ur¬ 
gently recommends to the State of South Carolina, to abstain from the use of military 
power, in enforcing her Ordinance, or in resisting the execution of the revenue laws 
of the United States. And this General Assembly, with equal earnestness, recoin- 
mends the government of the United States, to exercise moderation, and to employ 
only such means as are peaceful and usual to execute the laws of the Union. The 
General Assembly of this State further recommends to her co-States, to concur with 
this State in the foregoing recommend,items. 

Resolved^ That the Executive of this State be requested to transmit copies of the 
foregoing recommendations, to the Executive authorities of each of the United States: 
to the President of the United States, and to our senators and i epresentatives in Con¬ 
gress, with instructions to lay the same before the Congress of the United States.
